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A meeting held last night at 
Sir George Williams University 
to discuss the Palestine Ques- 
tion elicited a lot of reaction, 
but few solutions among partic- 
ipants. 

Approximately 70 students, in- 
cluding Palestinians and Israelis, 
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To be (a candidate) 
or not to be 



About fifty people attended an 
open meeting of the Students' So- 
ciety yesterday to discuss the 
issue of Ze'vè Ionis' candidacy 
in today's Society elections. Stu- 
dents' Society President Gabor 
Zinner, who chaired the meeting.' 
explained that it had been called 
at the request of 300 students who 
had signed a petition demanding 
such a meeting. He warned, how- 
ever, that as the quorum of 300 
students had not met. the meeting 
could not be binding on Students' 
Council; 

The meeting got under way 
with Ze'ev Ionis outlining what 
he termed "the interference" of 
the administration and its 
"agent". C.R.O. Ed Milewski. 

Ionis stated that as Milewski 
had disqualified him. he was 
"siding" with Principal Bell 
against the interests of McGill 
students. , 

Ionis' second complaint was 
that the administration had sent 
security forces to harass Popular 
Student Front (PSF) supporters 
on campus. Ionis, however fail- 
ed to cite specific instances of 
this. 

Ionis then asked that the debate 
be centred on "who decides who 
can be President?". 



One student felt that since Mc- 
Gill is a private institution head- 
ed by Principal Bell, if he decides 
that Ze'ev Ionis is no longer a 
student, then Ionis cannot run. 
This woman further said that 
while it was sad. it was a fact 
that McGill does not belong to the 
students, but "rather to the 
Bronfmans, the Molsons. and the 
Redpaths." 

Ionis answered that just be- 
cause "Principal Bell has a de- 
cree dating back tb King George 
IV", there was no reason why 
students could not make decisions 
of this nature. 

The student answered that sin- 
ce Bell had suspended Ionis long 
before the elections, it was ob- 
vious that Bell could not have 
anticipated that he would be af- 
fecting the students' choices. 

Another student said that Ionis 
was not a student "in good stand- 
ing," and therefore, according to 
the Students' Society constitution, 
he was not eligible to run. The 
student maintained that there was 
nothing more to the issue than 
that. 

Ionis answered that he felt 
anyone, student or not, could x run 
for President: if the students 
wanted him. thev would vote for 



him. 

The discussion continued until 
2 pm when Ionis asked that a 
vote be taken on the PSF resolu- 
tion, which demanded that Ze'ev 
Ionis be reinstated as a candida- 
te. Zinner agreed to this, after 
stressing that the vote was not 
official in any way. With all par- 
ities agreeing to. this, the vote 
was taken through a show of 
hands. The PSF resolution was 
defeated 13 to 9. 



Arabs and Jews, listened to 
guests Nesar Ahmad, editor of 
the Daily, and McGill Profes- 
sor Raafat Jewely evaluate Pal- 
estinian-Jewish relations since 
the founding of Zionism in the 
late 19th century. 

Afterwards familiar themes 
of Israeli expansionism. Zionist 
ideology, . treatment of , Jewish 
minorities in Arab countries, 
Arab refugees, etc. threatened 
to invalidate the future-oriented 
tone set earlier by Ahmad. 

"Theoretically, it should be 
more possible to hold a rational 
discussion on the topic here than 
in the middle East, where ten- 
sions are so high," Ahmad told 
the audience. 

According to Ahmad, Zionism 
would have to disappear as a 
political force if a basis for a 
permanent peace in Palestine is 
to be established. "The essence 
of the solution lies in establish- 
ing a socialist state that recog- 
nizes the rights of all the peo- 
ple in the area and devoid of 
laws like the Israeli Law of Re- 
turn, which is a special privilege 
and not a right," he said. The 
Law of Return provides instant 
citizenship if desired for all 
Jews coming to Israel. 

Ahmad rejected Zionist inter- 
pretations of history and perse- 
cution of Jews. Neither, he said, 
should be separated from the 
context in which it occurs. This 
attitude, he noted, promoted a 
tendency to ignore the existence? 
of Palestinians as a people as 
much as possible. As a-result, 
the question of a Palestinian- 
Israeli state became impossible. 

"Peace will have to mean a 
change in attitude to the right 
to a Jewish state, Jewish charac- 
ter, and Jewish rights." he said. 
He strongly condemned Arab 
reactionaries seeking the elim-

ination of the Jewish state by 
the elimination or removal of 
Jews from the area. "This solu- 
tion plays into the hands of the 
Zionists," he said. Israeli pol- 
icies thereby become justified 
on the basis of "survival". 

Professor Jewely said that the 
Israelis should not expect Pales- 
tinians to be dismissed from 
Palestine like caretakers after 
2000 years of history there. "If 
you want to tell Palestinians to 
forget about their homeland - 
good luck!" he said. 

"I don't know why the Jews 
have to come from all over the 
world to live in a place which 
can't sustain them," one woman 
commented. Another member of 
the audience expressed the fear 
that Zionist ideology could result 
in a massive immigration of the 
world's 14 million Jews to 
Israel. 

Other issues of contention in- 
cluded the definition of what a , 
Jew is, and the right of all Jews 
to emigrate to Palestine. Not 
surprisingly, the first problem 
yielded no solution. Ahmad said 
that he did not accept "historical 
reasons" as being a sufficient 
ground for emigrating to Pales- 
tine. 

The discussion opened in an 
atmosphere of tension, since a 
student promoting the meeting 
was beaten up by 10 self-ac- 
claimed Zionists earlier that 
day. In additions, posters adver- 
tising the event were removed 
from the university, and the Dean 
of Students received a phone call, 
allegedly form the Jewish- De- 
fence League, threatening to 
disrupt the meeting. 

Organizers pointed out that in 
Palestine there was the same 
type of terrorism, and they 
added that the nature of Zion- 
ism had been revealed at the 
University.

True confessions 
Sir. 

You had kindly allowed me the 
use of your columns to denounce 
the religious Zionism of McGili 
Christian Fellowship, a body 
about which I knew next to noth- 
ing except that they called them- 
selves Christian. I feel even 
more compelled to denounce 
Zionist-inspired racism on the 
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part of some members of my 
own Church, the Roman ■ Catho- 
lic, here , at McGiil. The con- 
gregation at the Newman Catho- 
lic Chaplaincy uses at Mass a' 
mimeographed sheet which in- 
cludes the following hymn: 

"Turn around and go back 
down 

back the way you came 
Babylon is laid to waste 
Egypt's buried in her 
shame." 

I would suggest that the last 
line is a vulgar racist slogan 
which should have no place in 
a supposedly Christian service. 
The ancient city of Babylon is 
in ruins and few people would 
connect it with nodern Iraq. 

There is however a .country 
called Egypt. There are Egyp- 
tian students at McGiil. Most of 
them are- .Muslims or Orthodox 
Copts, but there may be one or 
two Catholics among them. Why 
insult them! I will be told that 
the line refers to ancient, not 



to modem Egypt. Well, what was 
so shameful about the most an- 
cient civilization in the world? 
Oh, It's in the Bible.- Where ex- 
actly? The last time Egypt is 
mentioned in the Bible is in the 
Gospel when Jesus had to seek 
refuge in Egypt from the tyranny 
of Herod. (Today Jesus's coun- 
trymen are forced to seek ref- 
uge in Egypt and other neigh- 
bouring countries from the mod- 
em, Zionist Herod). Perhaps it 
is, from the* Old Testament? I 
would appreciate the exact loca- 
tion. 

Anyway there are many pas- 
sages in the Old Testament 
which are just incompatible with 
Christianity. Among them are 
the racist abuses thrown at the 
sons of Ham and other neigh- ■ 
hours of Israel, a racism re- 
vived by the Zionists today. Oh. 
we don't mean it really, we're 
just singing. If the words used 
in a Catholic service are a 
meaningless mumbo-jumbo, why 
have it in English, why not stick 
to good old Latin? Nobody would 



understand and nobody would 
mind. 

Suppose we substitute another 
name for Egypt? For example

Now we go in the opposite 
direction: from mystical anti- 
Semitism to - mystical Zionism. 
The Zionist State of Israel is a 
fulfillment of Biblical prophe- 
cies. We are not allowed to say 
anything which may offend Zion- 
ism or Israel, either in church 
or elsewhere. But we can throw 
all the abuse we like on Egypt 
and the other Arabic-speaking 



countries. In fact thanks to 
Zionist propaganda it has be- 
come fashionable to do so. Most 
Zionists are atheists, but they 
know how to use the Bible to get 
Christian support. I am sure the 
Newman students who sing this 
hymn do not hate the Egyptians. 
But they are victims of Zionist 
propaganda which has penetrated 
all Western Christianity. Next 
time Zionists bomb Egypt their 
reaction will be "It's O.K. 
Egypt's buried in hershame." 

Sir, you have supported the 
Montreal Italian community in 
their struggle against their ty- 
rant priests who have turned a 
house of prayer into a den of 
thieves.

be rehired and that -students sit 
on the department's staffing com- 
mittee. Separate petitions cal- 
ling for the reinstatement of all 
three profs have been signed by 
nearly all their students. 

On February 20, Math students 
heard Math department chairman 
George Duff insist that teaching 
was not the only responsibility 
professors had. He cited research 
and public service as two other 
considerations. 

He also dismissed students' 
praise for the faculty, saying that 
"students rate highest those tea- 
chers from whom they leam the 
least." 

The students then gave Duff a 
week in which to reply to their 
demands. This time was up at 
11 am last Monday, and Duff at- 
tended a rally in the foyer of the 
main arts and science building 
supposedly to give his answer. 
Instead, he began a rambling dis- 
course on teaching limitations 



within the department. 

Finally, students insisted that 
he stop evading the issue and 
answer their demands. Duff then 
refused to comment on whether 
he would rescind the firings and 
sidestepped the committee ques- 
tion by claiming that university, 
policy excluded student participa- 
tion. 

Late, last week, however, uni- 
versity vice president and pro- 
vost Don Forster told Sociology 
department head Irving Zeitlin 
that students could sit on that 
department's staffing committee, 
since all departmental commit- 
tees are merely advisory to the 
chairman and therefore not sub- 
ject to the guidelines.
